The Leg islatu re has adopted two laws, an d 
the g ov ern or has sig n ed them , aim ed at wom­ 
en who become illeg itim ate m others for the 
secon d time. The state w elfare departm en t is 
au thorized to take the children — an d the 
w elfare checks — aw ay from the m others. 


It is n ow the law in Illin ois that a home 
with two illeg itim acies is u n fit for the rearin g 
of children . 


The reason for these chan g es, like the reason 
for the ADC itself, is welfare of the children . 
They are bom blam eless. Bu t the g ov ern m en t
